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Twenty-Three—Count 'Em—Twenty-Three. 


On ni-xl Tuesday. Covina voters, in common with the voters of the 


state, will be presented with a ballot, and asked to vote on the ques- 
tion 
< > f twenty-three amendments to the constitution of the state. 


Here are a few explanations, whieh you may follow or not. .just as 
jou wish, of course. 
The amendments are not so hard as they look 


on the ballot. 
They are understandable. 
Some of them are caused 


through the rapid growth of the state; some others are constructive 
and merely facilitate state business. 


Number one on the ballot lias to do with a more rigid inspection 


of the system of weights and measures. It's all right to vote for it. 


Number two gives a charter to a county as well as a city, and es- 


tablishes more power for individual counties, making them little 
principalities w i t h i n the state. 


Number* three says that the state legislature should assemble and 


then be dismissed for t h i r t y days after the proposed laws have been 
read. 
This gives the legislators a time to talk with the people before 


acting on these laws. 
This sounds good. too. and should be allowed. 


Number four is the woman suffrage act. Everybody has made up 


their minds on this, one way or the other. 


Number five relates to tin; right of eminent domain, and technically 


changes the present statute so that it is not so cumbersome. 
This is 


constructive—vote for it. 


Number six relates to charters of cities, and is constructive—proba- 


bly a step in the right direction. 


Number seven gives the people, power to vote directly for any law 


at the polls, or to reject it, without submitting it to the legislature. 
This is because of the long interim between the meetings of the legis- 
lature. 
Laws are needed sometimes before the legislature meets. 


Vote for it. 


Number eight is framed to recall the judges along with other offi- 


cials. 
Including the judges makes this a dangerous amendment. 


Vote it, down. 


Number nine simply relates to the matter of appealing criminal 


cases on purely technical errors. 
Often an appeal is allowed because' 


some small error has been made in the legal papers, something which 
(Joes not bear at all on the general gravity of the case. 
It is pro-1 


posed that no reversals of judgments shall come through such t c c h n i - j 
call ties. 
.This is good—vote for it. 


Number ten gives the power of any laborer to collect for all dam- 


ages he may receive while working for any other person. 
Tt is ioo 


sweeping. 
Don't vote for it. 


Number eleven is a technicality regarding the length of terms of 


office. 


Number twelve gives more power to the railroad commission and 


should be voted for. 


Number thirteen gives more l a t i t u d e to municipal corporations by 


freeholders' charters, and is a good ineasurn. 


Number'fourteen is a technicality regarding public utilities, and 


should be voted for. 


Number fifteen does away with a very bad state of juggling school 


text books, and should be voted for. 


Number sixteen also relates to the railroad commission, and is a 


good measure 


Number seventeen is technical, relating to the necessary votes for a 


choice of officials in municipal elections. 


Number eighteen will give power to the legislature to establish 


justice's courts. 
This looks like taking the right of choice for justice 


from the hands of the people, making it a political plum to be liauded 
out to political friends. 


Number nineteen prohibits all public officials from accepting passes 


of any kind. 


Number twenty simply includes the court of appeal in the law 


subjecting courts to impeachment. 
The court of appeal was created 


in this state after the impeachment law was framed, and this court 
was therefore not included. 
This is all right. 


Number twenty-one also relates to the impeachment law. 
Number twenty-two is framed to give a fairer shake in the matter 


of exemption from taxation. 
This is good. 


Number twenty-three is a railroad regulation law, und should pass. 


The Successful Covina School System. 


One teacher, teaching eight different grades of work in the common 


school, cannot teach any grade as thoroughly as one teacher can teach 
one grade of work. 
A school room with eight grades working to- 


gether is something made necessary in the days when a sparsely set- 
tled country demanded the grouping of the grades together in'what 
is known as country schools. 
In these schools everything is often 


taught by one teacher, who is called upon to show the children how 
to string heads, put letters together into words, sing the scale, and 
struggle with arithmetic along the road to higher mathematics, al- 
gebra—a little chemistry, a little rudimentary botany, and the whole 
gamut of studies which train the young idea how to shoot ideas. 


Many of us went through the versatile mill, and the old country 


school has turned out some fine men and women, 
lint we're inclined 


to think that men and women gained knowledge in spite of the old 
.system, and not so much because it was efficient. 
Professor Morgan, 


supervising principal for the Covina schools, has been working for 
several months toward the annexation of more territory in the Covina 
School district, through which a larger area will receive the benefits 
of the centralized system now being practiced so successfully 
in 


Covina. 
Making the school system of the valley a unit most'cer- 


tainly means a better system, one which is not sprangled out without 
an efficient head. 
The schools of today must be supervised by highly 


trained principals or they will fall behind. 
For the day of intelligent 


.specialization has come i n t o the American schools, and except where it 
is absolutely necessary, the school teacher who essays to teach eight 
grades each day. has been supplanted by the specialized teacher°of 
one i/rade. to the gn-at b e t t e r m e n t of the whole educational plan 


l>.. 
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American Justice Is On Trial.

Judge 
Walter Bordwell is the man who must decide on the law and the 
facts in this case, and the entire' civilized world will watch the result, 
iionlwcll is a sound man, a fearless man. a man of deliberation, not 
to be carried off his feet by clamor, cold in the face of sensationalism, 
jealous of the good name of court dignity, without sympathy for the 
pleader who orates before the bench for the purpose of getting lurid 
lines of commendation in saffron newspapers. 


Every move which Judge Hordwcll has made in preparation for 


(his case has had a tendency to surround the coming trial with an 
atmosphere of stern reality. 
The howling dervishes who would try 


Ibis case through an irresponsible press, or make a Donnyhrook fair 
out of a trial for murder, are already feeling a discomfiture. 
Judge 


P»ordwell will deal with the law and the facts. 


Not only justice to a few men is to be meted out in this trial, but 


justice for a nation. 
Whether we are to be classed with decadent 


nations that have lost tnental poise; whether we are to be laughed at 
l:y the Anglo-Saxon countries where justice is obtainable without the 
mockery of melodrama, and expeditiously, lies in the strength of one 
man. 
Judge liordwoll is the arbiter of more than a case to be tried 


in Los Angeles. 
Judge Hordwell is to try the case of the United 


States versus the civilized world.

CALVIN DEPLORES STRIKE 


Intimates That Unions Have Not Kept 


Faith, And That Company 


Cannot Concede. 


Vice-president and general manager 


E. E. Calvin of the Sout' ->m Pacific 
Railroad Company, nas issued a state- 
ment regarding the strike now on, an\ 
it takes the attitude that the union 
men have violated the regulations of 
their own unions in precipitating the 
strike in the particular manner in 
which it has been done. He says: 


It is regretted, in face of the large 


number of .employes who are approach- 
ing the pension age and who are pre 
vented by the age limit from secur- 
ing employment elsewhere, that they 
should be drawn into a strike insti- 
tuted in violation of the by-laws of 
their respective orders, and especially 
since it is wholly unjustified. In fair- 
ness we are constrained to say that we 
do not believe any great number of 
our mechanical employes are dissat- 
isfied with their working agreements, 
or favor leaving their employment un- 
der such conditions. Extraneous in- 
fluences have been brought to bear up- 
on them and they have not been free 
to give the subject—an undertaking 
of such serious consequences to them 
and their families—the temperate con- 
sideration it should receive. 


The company has evidenced a will- 


ingness to meet with all the various 
crafts in the past. 
Satisfactory re- 


sults have followed from this proced- 
ure in respect to both the company 
and the employes, and no substantial 
reason obtains or has been advanced 
why the same results would follow a 
continuation of this policy. The de- 
mands made by the federation are of 
such a character that to grant them 
would entail an enormous financial 
loss and at the same time practically 
relinquish to a committee of employes, 
managerial authority and control over 
the mechanical department, a conces- 
sion the company could not make with- 
out seriously imparing its ability to 
properly discharge its obligations as 
a public carrier. 


Believing in the rectitude of its po- 


sition, and at the same time regrett- 
ing that hardship may follow to those 
employes directly involved, the com- 
pany has maintained a course that in 


I its judgment was the onlv one afforded 
! it within bounds of justice, fairness, 
| and reason.

less, therefore saving the ranchers the 
making of a bad blunder in using it. 
The other service 'was rendered di- 
rectly to the City of Covina, through 
making chemical tests of the asphalt- 
urn used in laying down the city 
streets. 


Now that. Prof. V. R. Ross is in 


charge of the chemistry department, 
Prof. Morgan lias made a statement 
that he intends to carry the practi- 
cal idea into still further fields. The 
analysis of soils will be an import- 
ant study, while all food products will 
come in for an investigation in these 
departments. 


Miss Gertrude Graham, in charge of 


the domestic scitnce department, is 
making arrangements to demonstrate 
in food analysis. The value of a food, 
as it is purchased for consumption in 
the home, is to be one of the strong 
things brought out in the study of 
cooking and preparing eatables. Miss 
Graham is equipped with an education 
that will make her valuable in this 
position, according to the principal of 
the school, who is looking to some 
good results in teaching the scholars 
the values of the different food pro- 
ducts. 


In the botany classes. Prof. Ross 


will take up the study of the various 
diseases of the citrus trees, and will 
also show the practical methods of 
trrnft.ing. budding, pruning, and 
the 


other kindred studies. 


Another practical idea is to be car- 


ried out as was the case last, year— 
that of holding miniature state legis- 
lature with the members of the senior 
class. These scholars will frame bills, 
and discuss them in the same parlia- 
mentary manner as is carried out at 
Sacramento. 
They will be furnished 


with all the materialh for doing this 
intelligently, as the school is kept in 
direct touch with officials at Sacram- 
ento. 


Prof. Tredway is evolving a system 


for the teaching of his department of 
sloyd that.will produce practical re- 
sults as it has in the past two years, 
and everything made will be useful, 
and will lead to a knowledge of mak- 
ing useful things. In the sewing de- 
partment, the teaching of millinery 
will be added. 


The English department, under Miss 


Lemonds, will take up the study of 
oratory and debating with more than 
ever a desire to come out on top at 
the end of the school year, as was the 
case last year. The school won the 
county debating cup, the Southern 
California championship and the tri- 
school contest with Whittier and Hunt- 
ington Park schools. If anything, the 
school intends to excel this record this 
year. 


In the department of music, this 


study has been made a regular course 
in the state, and students now receive 
credits in music in exactly the same 
manner as in other studies, counting 
in the general efficiency for examina 
tion to an entrance to the universi 
ties. Prof. R. W. Groom is organizing 
his orchestra and band anew, and will 
,lat«jv form a junior orchestra, from 
which he gets his nucleus for another 
year's organization. He is drilling for 
the glee club and chorus, and besides 
this work, is teaching a big class in 
musical history and harmony. 


In the athletic field there is strong 


activity in basketball. Miss Price is 
coaching the girls and Mr. Healy is 
rotting the boys lined up. There is 
plenty of strong material among (lie 
boys and also among the girls. 


A little later Prof. Morgan says that 


he will have organized a cadet corps 
in the high school. The state now 
sanctions this procedure by appropri- 
ating certain funds for the mainte- 
nance of dr'll masters. Guns and equip- 
ments up to a certain amount are al- 
so furnished by the state. This is un- 
der a new law just passed, and the 
state is now eager to create an enthu- 
siasm in this drill work. With uniforms 
and equipment, headed by the high 
school band, the local high school can 
make a good showing 
at any field 


meet.

*Weak Acid Solution 


Is Proving Best Test 


Mr. L. 3. Haisley, representing the 


National Real Estate Journal, desir- 
ing to learn something of the practi- 
cal value of scientific soil examina- 
tions, addressed this letter to some of 
tbe orchardists who had had work 
done, and the following letters will 
tell of the results.

Dear Sir: 


Replying to your inquiry regarding 


the soil investigations in our valley by 
Dr. R. R. Snowden during the past 
year, will say that in the judgment of 
myself and others, there has never 
been a man in this country who has 
been of more practical value to the 
orange and lemon industry than be 
has been. 


He took the position and stood firm 


that the principal cause of our mottled 
leaf was an inefficient amount of lime 
to neutralize the excessive magnesia, 
and that a lack of available lime is the 
principal cause of several other troub- 
les existing in the citrus industry. 
During the season he analyzed about 
one hundred or more samples of soil 
through this valley, and proved al- 
most invariably from his analysis that 
wherever we have more than one part 
of magnesia to two parts of lime mot- 
lied leaf is the result. I know from 
persona^ knowledge of a number of 
analysis made by him without seeing 
the orchard, and he told me the part 
of the orchard affected most by mot- 
tled leaf.

In some places 
the gypsum wpuld crop out of the 
ground, and any way only had a few 
inches of soil .over it.

They 
were killed by the freeze of 1895.
